State Official Rules Petitions Mailed 


Before Time Limit Expired Are 
Legal; Friends of United States Sena- 
tor George Norris Expected to Ap- 
peal Decision to the Courts. 


The name of George W. Norris is to appear twice on 


the ballot of the republican party in the state primaries 
August 12. under the decision announced Thursday noon by 
Secretary of State Frank Marsh overruling the protest filed 
bv Bob Smith of Omaha against the filing of the Broken 
Bow man of that name. Mr. Marsh ruled that nomination 
certificates received at his office in the mail July 5 bearing 
postmarks of July 2 and 3, are legal, notwithstanding the 
time limit expired at midnight on July 3.

courts by friends of Senator George 
W. Norris of McCook, in the hope 
of overturning Marsh's ruling, is 
expected. Unless this can be heard 
and decided within the next day 
or two, the senator may withdraw 
his filing for the republican pri- 
mary and run for election as a 
petition candidate. His son-in-law. 
J r. Rflbertson of Broken Bow, 
who is here looking after his in- 
terests, declared at the capitol 
Thursday morning that the sen- 
ator would -do this if the other 
Norris was allowed to have his 
name on the ticket.

Lancaster district court. 


The Strelow estate came to pub- 
lic attention 
when considerable 


money was found buried about the 
Strelow farm where Charles Stre- 
low and his brother Theodore had 
lived. 
Theodore Strelow died on No- 


vember 5, 1925, and his brother

Charles was then brought to Lin- 
coln where he was cared for until 
his death in a local Hospital. A 
search of the Strelow place a few 
days later revealed a considerable 
amount of money, mostly gold 
coins, which had been secreted in 
the barn and other buildings. 
The will leaving the bulk of the 
estate to the Schultz brothers who 
had been neighbors of the Strelows 
was contested by the nieces and 
nephews of Charles Strelow. They 
contended that Strelow was in- 
competent to make a will at the 
time and that undue influence had

WATCH THE TREES! 


That is a timely warning 


which comes to the people of 
Lincoln from the tree experts. 
There are hundreds of magnifi- 
cent specimens of trees—maples, 
elms, 
and 
other varieties— 


which add so much to the 
beauty of Lincoln's residential 
section, which may be lost if 
steps are not taken to offset 
the effects of extreme heat and 
dryness. 


Even under the most favorable 


conditions trees in American 
cities today must wage a ter- 
rific struggle for survival, espe- 
cially those which line the park- 
ing space between the sidewalks 
and the streets. The paving 
extends to within a short dis- 
tance of their base; the side- 
walks on the other hand pre- 
vent moisture from soaking into 
the ground and reaching • the 
root system. Little of the water 
from whiter snows, and from 
spring and summer rains gets a 
chance to seep into the parched 
ground packed around the roots 
of the tree to give it health and 
vigor. And then along comes a 
blazing July sun, with tempera- 
tures ranging over 100, and this 
most glorious handiwork of God 
droops and dies. 


It is the work of but a few 
' 


hours to soak the {.round around 
these parking trees. When they 
die the loss to home and com- 
munity cannot be overcome for 
years. It requires a decade or 
two to grow the glorious speci- 
mens of tree life found so 
abundantly in Lincoln. They 
stand there against the bitter 
storms of winter, and the light- 
ning flash of summer—lonely 
sentinels to be sure, but withal 
they give a sense of compan- 
ionship and friendliness. It was

WASHINGTON, July 17—<>P)—A 
probable upset of congressional re- 
apportionment calculations was in- 
dicated today as a result of the 
1930 
state 
census enumerations 
thus far completed. 


While it cannot be determined 
exactly which states will lose con- 
gressmen and which will gain new 
members, an Associated Press com- 
pilation shows sufficient states have 
completed their population enum- 
eration to give some indication of 
the probable changes 


When congress passed its reap- 
portionment act, it was calculated 
the n e w census would change 
twenty-three memberships. Based 
on the estimated population of the 
states as of January 1, 1930, it was 
estimated officially that seventeen 
states would lose a total of twenty- 
three house members which would 
be apportioned to eleven states 
gaining in population. 
More States To Lose. 


Some states which were not fig- 


ured among the probable losers are 
n^ir indicated to have lost. Final 
calculations may find Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Arkansas, Rhode Island and 
Minnesota losing one representative 
each. 
California's actual population had 


exceeded by almost a million the 
official estimate used in calculat- 
ing that state would gain six new 
members. As a result it is not im- 
probable that California's larger 
increase in population >-ight en- 
title her to nine new members, 
making her delegation in congress 
twenty instead 
of eleven as at 
present. 
Missouri, it was figured would be 
heaviest loser, her delegation being 
curtailed by three members. 
In- 
diana, Iowa, Kentucky and Missis- 
sippi were calculated to lose two 
each and Alabama, Kansas, Louis- 
iana, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Ne- 
braska, New York, North Dakota, 
Pennsylvania Tennessee, Vermont 
and Virginia were estimated to lose 
one each. 
New York has had a gain which 


brought her total population almost 
a million higher than the estimate 
of January 1 on which it was cal- 
culated that that state would lose 
one member of congress. Instead 
of a loss of one, it now seems prob- 
able New York will gain an ad- 
ditional m^nber bringing her dele- 
gation to forty-four.

Although moisture is generally 


needed, Nebraska's corn crop has 
not vet suffered any serious dam- 
age, A E. Anderson, state and fed- 
|\eral crop statistician, said Thurs- 
' dav in his mid-month report. 
Due to late planting, however, the 
crop is not advanced as far as usual 
at this date. Reports place the 
average condition at 85 per cent as 


i compared -R-ith 90 per cent at this 
'date last, year. A few reports indi- 
cate that the early planted fields 
have suffered from the heat and 


tdrouth and have been'injured to a 
i small extent. 
Corn is reported to be in the best 
condition in the north central 
counties. There it is estimated at 
89 per cent, while conditions in 
other parts of the state range 
downward to 80 per cent in the 
southeastern counties. 
Reearding the small grains, the 


, report says that over one-half of 
the wheat has been harvested and 
'that the yields of all small grains 
are expected to be above the all- 
tune average. The average wheat 
yield for the state is estimated at 18.6

PROFESSIONAL GLOOM 


1 
SLINGERS. 


Whoever invented the legend of nine lives for the 


cat could have remained more within the boundaries 
of truth if he had applied it to corn. Nearly every 
year the Nebraska corn crop is killed nine times 
before it is finally harvested and placed in the crib. 


The market reports in Chicago during the last 


three days have told of widespread damage to corn 
in Nebraska. Certainly the heat and the ab'sence of 
rain are not doing the crop any good. But so far 
there has not been widespread damage to corn in 
this state. Now it is possible to see that the con- 
ditions which caused widespread apprehension and 
anxiety a few weeks ago have "been a real blessing 


" The rains, and extremely low temperatures during 


April and May kept the farmers out of the fields and 
greatly delayed planting. As a result corn has been 
backward two or three weeks and fortunately it was 
not In the tasseling stage—the most critical period— 
when the torrid-heat of a week ago continued over 
a period of eight days. Except for isolated early fields, 
corn at this time is not tasseling, and while the high 
thermometer naturally drags forth Old Man Worry 
from his cavern, "there is no immediate reason for 
gloom. 


Corn is one of the most stubborn plants which 


contests the right for existence in the realm of 
nature. Its capacity to stand up under punishment 
is amazing. It may curl under the scorching rays of 
the sun but when the cooling breezes of night confer 
their benediction upon it, it proudly, unfurls its 
leaves and prepares for the next day's battle. Here 
along the stretches of the Missouri and the Missis- 
sippi rivers Nature created the most productive corn 
region in the world. She knew that corn must be 
prepared to withstand a blazing sun. during a portion 
of the summer. She gave the grain a wonderful root 
system—one capable of tunneling .down into the 
ground several feet in search of water. 


Yet in spite of the fact that experience and pro- 


duction has demonstrated over a long period of years 
that the states of Illinois. Iowa and Nebraska are 
better adapted to the raising of com than liny other 
region In the world, there is the yearly outcry of a 
destroyed crop. It has rarely happened. Over a per- 
iod of fifty years since the records have been kept in 
Nebraska, there have been only three seasons which 
could be termed complete crop failures. There have 
been years when isolated counties and communities 
have suffered. There have been years when the 
state's crop as a whole has been materially reduced. 
But year in and out, Nebraska has given proof of 
remarkable fertility and climate to produce enormous 
quantities of foodstuffs. 
> 


In the last eight years particularly the professional 


gloom slinger has been busy in the political field. 
He has utilized every opportunity presented by mis- 
fortune, either real or fanciful, to bolster up his own 
political fortunes. Instead of proving a benefit he 
has been a real detriment to-his state and to his 
community. The conditions at present are very aus- 
picious for the gloom slinger, who is in it for what 
it may bring him. He has economic conditions which 
enhance the fears and anxiety which may be felt 
over growing crops. He should not be permitted to 
blot out the fact that Nebraska has just raised one 
of the largest wheat crops on record—approximately 
70,000,000 bushels, excelled only in 1927. He should 
not be allowed to detract from one of the largest oat 
crops in the history of the state. His croaking should 
not drown out the fact, that alfalfa, wild hay, fruit, 
potatoes, sugar beets, barley, and rye have yielded 
splendidly and added materially to the new wealth of 
Nebraska created in 1930. The agriculture of Nebraska 
today Is different than that ever before conducted 
In Nebraska—far 
more intelligent, far more re- 


sourceful and far better equipped to withstand any 
challenge.

ATTORNEY GENERAL MITCHELL'S RULING. 
Because the issue 'of compulsory or optional mili- 


tary training was raised at the University of Ne- 
braska, friends and students of the institution will 
be interested in the ruling which has just been 
promulgated by Attorney General Mitchell at Wash- 
ington. He has decided that under the language of 
the Morrill act, military training should be optional 
instead of compulsory. - 


So far, only a few of the land grant colleges, in- 


cluding Nebraska and Wisconsin, have experienced 
any considerable agitation over the question of com- 
pulsory military training. Here in this state the board 
of regents was petitioned to modify the interpreta- 
tion which had previously been placed upon the 
Morrill law. Throughout the sixty years of the law's 
existence, the regents have insisted the language was 
plain and specific and they had no other choice than 
to hold military training was compulsory. 


It would seem there could be no misunderstanding 


of the language In the Morrill act. It specifically 
says that among other subjects of instruction at land 
grant colleges shall be military tactics. Had congress 
intended the subject to be optional, the word "shall" 
would have been replaced with "may." That has been 
the general interpretation placed upon the two words 
in practically all of the courts whenever called upon 
to decide whether the legislature intended the act 
to be mandatory or volitional. Those who have raised 
objections to the compulsory feature of military 
training have insisted the Morrill act simply meant 
facilities should be provided. It would have been 
simple enough to have said so if that was what con- 
gress had in mind. 


As a matter of fact military training is popular 


with the majority of University of Nebraska students. 
Even under Attorney General Mitchell's ruling, it is 
not to be anticipated there will be any appreciable 
demoralization of the cadet regiments of the state 
university. 


ONE WIFE'S THRtFTlNESS.

MIGHT GIVE SOME RELIEF. 


There is some merit in the proposal of A. H. 


Jensen, aspirant for the democratic nomination for 
governor, to refuse to issue license for any auto- 
mobile on which the tax has not been paid for the 
previous year. Not only would such a rule add largely 
to the public revenue, but it would have a tendency 
to curtail the number of irresponsible drivers whose 
machines are in some cases not worth the taxes 
which might stand against them. 


There are' great numbers of people In Nebraska 


who believe that there should be a compulsory in- 
surance law, notwithstanding the fact that it is op- 
posed by certain interests, and who are fully per- 
suaded that the present drivers' license law, which 
was guaranteed to remedy all ills, is absolutely 
worthless for the purposes for which it was intended. 
About all that it has done has been to put into the 
pockets of county treasurers thousands of dollars to 
which they were in neither" justice nor equity en- 
titled, regardless of the fact that the Supreme court 
ruled that they might lawfully retain the money. 


Who can authoritatively deny that there are 


now thousands of men and women driving cars in 
Nebraska who have never obtained licenses? Fre- 
quently such persons show up in courts, charged with 
other violations of tha law and it is only when some 
such thing occurs that these people are apprehended 
in the breaking of that statute which was warranted 
to rid the state of irresponsible motorists. 


It is manifestly impossible for the few peace offi- 


cers employed by the state, the counties and the 
municipalities to keep tab on all drivers. It Is out of 
the question for these officials to stop every motorist 
and require the one thus held up to display his or 
her driver's license. On infrequent occasions where 
law violations have been flagrant a judge will cancel 
a license for a ye^r, but who Is to watch this vio- 
lator and see that he or she does not drive? 


Day after day men, women and children all over 


Nebraska are being killed or maimed by reckless, ir- 
responsible drivers, and the rate Increases as the 
weeks pass by. Something must be done to stay the 
slaughter. Reason has no place in the makeup of 
these killers and repression must be invoked. Any- 
thing that offers any relief whatever is better than 
nothing.

country and others. It might have been expected 
from a business man or a lawyer or a doctor or a 
skilled mechanic.

Give the board 
an early opportunity to appraise 
your physical fitness, natural abili- 
ties and spirit of dedication before 
you proceed further. 


Not a few tragedies " have been 
caused by neglect of previous in- 
quiry into bodily health, tempera- 
ment, theological views and kin- 
dred matters. So take no forward 
step until you have assured your- 
self and the church 'authorities con- 
cerning these important factors. 
The training you require depends 
on what you expect to do abroad.

What is the caste system in In- 


dia? How did the term originate 
and how has it come about that 
millions of Hindus are looked upon 
as scarcely human by their fellow 
men? 
_ 


ANSWER. 
The term is borrowed from the 
French, which in turn adapted it 
from the Portuguese and the Span- 
ish word "casta," meaning breed or 
clan. It has no general equivalent 
in mortem India's language. In that 
country caste is definable as a 
group or collection of groups having 
a common name and a common in- 
terest, the members of which con- 
stitute a fixed unit unassimilated by 
society as a whole. 
The origin of these hard-and-fast 


groups is traceable for 3,000 years 
past, and goes back to the Vedic 
Aryan period. 
Their 
prolonged 


penetration into the structure of 
Hindu life has been both militant 
and pacific; due in part to foreign 
conquest and in part to hardening 
custom. Hence, caste is so firmly 


intrenched that some authorities in- 
sist it cannot be displaced, while 
others maintain it renders India's 
self-government improbable if not 
impossible. It Is difficult to believe 
that the demand for representative 
or democratic rule is capable o: 
satisfaction 
while the peculiar 
claims of the Brahmins to absolute 
superiority exist and are recognized 
These drastic divisions have de- 


veloped as continuations of exceed- 
ingly .ancient Aryan institutions and 
have'assumed their present forms 
in accordance with India's socia 
conditions and environment.' There 
are two principal groups—the Brali- 
mins and Sudras; the Brahmins 
consisting in turn of two classes 
rather 
than 
castes, called the 
Kshattriyas and the Vaisyas. For- 
merly there were castes among the 
Sudras, who preceded the Brahmin 
rule, which were based on family 
or tribal status and functioned be- 
fore the Aryan invasion. 


Outside these four principal castes 
are the vast numbers of the out- 
castes of the Pariah system, the 
members of which subdivide into 
further ramifications. The Brah- 
min of today represents a fusion of 
all Aryan groups as an aristocracy 
bent on ""self-preservation against 
the 
Inroads 
of the 
non-Aryan 
masses. The social and political im- 
plications of caste are obvious and 
baffling. Indeed, social equality as 
western nations understand it is 
•foreign to Hindu life and thought.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 17. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
I smile as I read the expressions 
liven out by some of our present 
:ity commissioners with reference 
as to what should be done with the 
irofits from the muny gasoline fili- 
ng station. 


Why these commissioners would 


have you believe that they put for- 
ward then: time and money to 
establish the muny gasoline station 
when the truth is that not one of 
ur present city commissioners spent 
any time or gave one cent towards 
establishing the muny gasoline sta- 
ion. Perhaps they voted for the 
barter amendment. 
Will you permit me to tell the 
history of the establishment of the 
muny gasoline station: 
On or about the middle of June, 
924, Charles W. Bryan, then gor- 
rnor, was haying his troubles with 
he gasoline dealers, and you will 
ecali that he put in a temporary 
state filling station near Sixth and 
South streets. At that time gasoline 
was retailing in Lincoln for 2Cbi 
ents, with no tax. One of the 
ealers gave out a statement that 
lis company could sell gasoline for 
7 cents and still make a fair profit, 
ut that he was not going to do it 
jo please Governor Bryan.

Commissioner 
Jowgill introduced a resolution in 
he council calling for an amend- 
ment to the city charter to be voted ' 
n at the coming, election on Nov. i 


1924. Ye gods the protests that | 
went before the city council from j 
gasoline dealers and their friends. 
inyway the resolution was adopted 
y the council 
Then the gasoline dealers put oat 
irculars in which they urged Jlie 
oeople to vote against the amerd- 
ment. Commissioner Cowgill anrl I 
ug down in our pocketbooks until 
had taken out every dime for 
he purpose of advertising in news- 
japers. tellinc the rot/ere why they 
lould vote.Jor the amendment. J 
remember of asking one of our 
>resent commissioneis <he was not 
commissioner at that time! for a lit- 
tle financial help on this advertisinc.

It is useless for the present city 


commissioners to try and tell the 
oeople of Lincoln what the intent of 
;hat amendment to thte city charter 
means. The voters knew on Nov. 4, 
1924, and they know now that it 
meant to sell gasoline at cost in- 
cluding contingencies. The question 
of contingencies might be open for 
debate, but as to the profits, that's 
a settled fact and none of the city 
commissioners had better make an 
attempt to switch the profits to 
some other department of the city 
jovernment unless they desire to 
race a "recall."

In other 
words the city should not lose 
money on the gasoline it sells, but 
the muny station cannot hope *or 
much business if other stations are 
selling cheaper, and here is another 
place when the profits on hand will 
come in to good -use and fulfill one 
of the contingencies.

candidate if he so desires. The feasbiillty 
of independent political 
movements de- 
pends on the first right. State vs. Drexel, 
64 Neb. 776; State vs. Junkin. 85 Neb. 1. 


"Therefore, the question presented is 
not. solely the right of the would-be can- 
didate to have his name printed on the 
ballot and submitted to the electors, but 


of more Importance. Is the right of the 
electors to select their own candidates. 
"The purpose of the primary l«w IB 
plain. It it to permit the people them- 
selves to nominate such cnndldutei lor 
public office as the people themselves pre 
ler to choose, and Us terms must tne 
liberally construed to the end that. «s 
the constitution guarantees by Article 1. 
action 22: 
" 'All elections shall be free, and there 
shall be no hindrance or Impediment to 
the right of a qualified voter to exercise 
the elective francl;i*e.' 
"The very first paragraph of the pri- 


mary law Itself, sectlni 3091 of the 1922 
statutes, provides that: 
"This article shall be llbeially con- 
strued »o that the real will of the electors 
may not be defated. 


Morrhtad Caie In 1U20 Cited. 
"This language of the statute was re- 


ferred to and quoted with approval by 
our Supreme court In state ex icl Mauplu 
vs. Amsberry. 104 Neb. 550. In that case 
the law provided, as It does now, that: 
" 'No nominating papers shall be filed 
until the proper county treasurer's re- 
ceipt showl.ig the payment of such filing 
lee shall be presented to the oflicer iffith 
whom such nominating paper is to be 
filed.' 
••Mr Motehead's pctlt'on for nomina- 


tion ail democratic candidate for governor 
in the case cited was received by the 
secretary of state on March 20. 1920, the 
last day for filing with the secretary of 
state. 
Jt was not accompj-iicd by the 
county 
treasurer's 
receipt. 
Five 
days 
later, on March 25, the treasurer's r£- 
ceipt was received by the secretary of 
stale. In that case it was said: 
" 'It may be objected that the complaint

Construing the lan- 
guage of the statute literally and technic- 
ally this may be true; but we believe the 
law should be to use the language of 
section 2134, Rev. St. 1913, relating to 
the giving of notice and the conduct of 
the primary liberally construed so that the 
real wll lof the electors may not be dc- 


"In the election contest of Richmond vs. 


Brlethaupt, 111 Neb. 6, the court said in 
the syllabus of an opinion written By 


" 'The statutory provisions relating to 
elections are not mandatory but direc- 
tory'. 
Quotes Recent Opinion. 


Our Supreme court has further held on 
numerous occasions that the 
interpre- 


tation placed upon a statute by officers 
whose duty it is to enforce it has aimost 
controlling weight with the court. 
The 
most recent expression on that subject is 
found In an opinion rendered on July 
10, 1930. entitled Elmun vs. state board 
of equalization and assessment, et al, 
opinion by Judge Eberly In which it is 
said: 
•' "The construction placed upon a stat- 


ute (or constitutional provision) by the 
officers whose duty It is to execute it is 
entitled to great consideration, especially 
if such construction has been made by the 
highest officers of the executive depart- 
ment of the government, or has been ob- 
served and acted upon for many years, and 
such construction should not be disregard- J 
ed or overturned unless it is clearly er- | 
roneous.' 
i 
"This .was the holding of our court In < 


the earlier cases of State vs. Holcomb. 46 
Neb. 88; State vs. Sheldon. 78 Neb. 552; 
Rohrar vs. Hastings Brewing Co.. 83 Neb. 
Ill; and State vs. Bryan. 112 Neb. 692. 


"Judge Eberly further says: 
" 'When a statute has for nearly 40 
years been practically construed by the 
officers whose duty it is to enforce it. and 
has during that time been several times 
reenacted Joy the legislature in substan- 
tially the same terms, such construction 
will be regarded as adopted by the legis- 
lature, although the language of the stat- 
ute would indicate a different meaning.' 


'Under the statutes of Nebraska and the 
holdings of our own Supreme court, I am 
compelled to give the primary law a lib- 
eral interpretation to the end that the 
electors may have a free choice in select- 
ing their candidates for office and I must 
follow the Interpretation of the law per- 
taining to this case as it has been an- 
nounced and 
followed 
by me and my 


predecessor! for many yean. The leiilola- 
ture ha» known this Interpretation and 
never yet has seen fit to change It, and 1 
mui>t therefore be guided by It. 


Overrule* Objrctlonn. 


"Therefore, each and all of the objec- 


tions made against the cnndldatrs hrr«ln 
named are overruled and dismissed, and

Mandell as he comes forward to 
make this, his second actual defense 
of the title. They don't like his legs, 
they say his ten years in the ring 
number two too many. The weight, 
they add, is getting him and, final- 
ly, that he never was a great fight- 
er. As to that, if anyone will show 
me a great fighter today, I'll guar- 
antee to show him an alligator with 
sunburn. 


Anyhow, they even have been 


been prattling 
darkly 
about the 
fight itself, which only goes to show 
how even a great mind will spoil'if 
it is left out in the sun too long. 


Mandell hasn't as much as a 
blemish to show for his ten years in 
action. He is not the man to be 
spattered all over the first 
three 


rows by some humpty-dumpty from 
Council Bluffs and, though he has 
been hit by experts, he has seldom 
forsaken the perpendicular.
